Three Children 
Burned to Death 
In Wabamun Fire 


Three children, sons of Mr. and 
Mrs. Leonard Rosland, Wabamun, 
were burned to death about 9:30 
p.m. Tuesday, when fire swept 
through their home, trapping 
them in the upper part of the 
house, while their mother, un- 
able to save them, stood nearby. 
The dead children are Chester,

Three other children, Noel, nine; 
Donald, six; Hazel, seven, escaped 
the flames which destroyed their 
home and all contents. 

A seventh child, Molly, 11, was 
outside the house with her mother, 
at the time the blaze broke out. 

Mrs. Roslund had left the house 
briefly, accompanied by her eldest 

daughter to search for Clifford, 10, 
who had been doing some chores 


for a neighbor, and she was wor- 
ried that he had not returned be- 
fore the 9 p.m. curfew. 

When she returned she found 
the house in flames. The three 
children who had been in the down- 
stairs part of the house were forc- 
ed out by the flames.

CALGARY, April 12—(CP)—An |

ment participation in the costs of 
education was advocated by Dr. 


G. F. McNally, Alberta deputy 
minister of education, speaking to 
250 delegates at the annual ban- | 
quet of the Alberta Teachers’ as- | 
sociation here last night. | 

Fifty per cent. participation by | 
the municipalities, 25 by the federal 
government and 25 by the prov-| 
ince was suggested by Dr. McNally 
as a possible basis. | 


GREAT IMPORTANCE 


Dr. McNally declared the ques- 
tion of federal aid for education 
was so important that teachers 
should ask all candidates for fed- 
eral election to take a stand on 
the matter. | 

The obstacle of the autonomy of | 
the provinces in administering fed- 
eral grants for education could be 
overcome, he said. y | 

“Town and city boards have no 
ainecure in carrying out any real 
expansion of education facilities be- | 
cause of difficulty in finding the | 
money,” he added. 

“The province must face very 
soon the question of larger par- 
ticipation on its part in the financ- 
ing of education. There are 
people, a bit starry-eyed in my 
opinion, who think the federal 
government should assume 50 per 
cent. of the entire cost of educa- 
tion. 

“The total bill for education in} 
Canada is estimated at roughly $146.- | 
000,000 and the amount that should | 
be spent is placed at $300,000,000. If | 
the federal government had to put 
up $150,000,000 it would not be an 
exorbitant sum in relation to pres-| 
ent spending, but it would be too 
much to expect overnight. 


NOT UNREASONABLE 

“Suppose the province put up 25 
per cent, the local authorities 50 per | 
cent and the federal government 25) 
per cent, it would not be too un-| 
reasonable.” 

The national teachers’ organiz- 
ation, education councils and other 
interested groups might speak with 
a united voice and suggest a policy 
which would bring about the desir- 
able result of greater federal aid,” 
he suggested.

TORONTO. April 12.—(CP)— | 


Or. F. Cyril James, principal and | 
vice-chancellor of McGill Univer- 
sity, told the Ontario Educational 

Association last night that “ed- 
ucation for tomorrow cannot be 
the same as the education which 
satisfied us yesterday.” 

In an address before the annual 
fall meeting of the association, Dr 
James said “yesterday's education | 
must bear a large share of the re-| 
sponsibility for failure to live up} 
to the ideals that our leaders en- 
visaged.” 


POLICIES ENDORSED 


“The business men, trade union 
leaders and politicians” responsible | 
for pre-war policies had been ed-| 
ucated in schools and colleges. The 
“voters, shareholders and delegates 
who repeatedly endorsed those pol- 
icies” had a similar education—“and | 
I am forced to add that the educ- | 
ators themselves, on many occa- 
sions, showed no greater wisdom 
than their students.” 
“The plain reason why tomor- 
row's education must be better | 
than that of yesterday,” he said, 
“is to be found in the fact that 
our educational system has not 
yet caught up with the profound 
changes in the environment of 
human life which have occurred 
during the past two centuries.” 
“The education of tomorrow, in- 
deed the education of today must 
help young Canadians to find solu 
tions to those probems of personal, 
economic and political security, and 
if it is to sueceed in that endeavor 
it will need more than large build- 
ings or better salaries for teachers 
— important as these matters are 

. education reform cannot be 
postponed until the war has been 
won. It will be too late to start then. 


GIVES THREE GOALS 

He set three goals for reformed 
education: 

1. The young Canadian must be- 
come an effective worker. 

2. He must become a wise citizen, 
3. He must be able to enjoy his 
leisure. 

“The problem of education re- 
form is much wider than the 
problem of educational finance,” 
he said, “The treasury must help 
generously, but we who are the 
teachers and educational admin- 
istrators have a_ responsibility 
that cannot be avoided. The cur- 
riculum is our responsibility, 
teaching methods are our re- |

‘New Rescue Gear 


Is Used by Navy

OTTAWA, April 12.—(CP)—A 
new rescue gear which operates on 
the principle of a giant fish-net, 
scooping exhausted oil-covered sur- 
vivors out of the sea, has been de- 
vised by Acting Capt. Paul B, Cross 
of Saint John, N.B., the navy an- 
nounced last night. 

Many Canadian corvettes and 
destroyers already are carrying 
the device, known as the “Ros- 
thern rescue net” after the cor- 
vette Rosthern, of which Capt. 
Cross was commanding officer 
when he first conceived and ex- 
perimented with the idea, Capt 
Cross since has been appointed 
chief staff officer, reserves, on 
the naval board. 

The net speeds up rescue work 
and obviates long stops in sub-in- 
fested water by scooping up sur- 
vivors as the vessel moves along 
Slowly.

Well-Timed 


Mr. Cordell Hull’s broadcast gives, the 
cue to some things which representatives 
of his department are now discussing with 
officials in London—among them the ques- 
tion of whether and how far Sweden, Hire, 
Spain and Turkey have been actually neu- 
tral. That some of them, through fear or 
favor, have been sending supplies to Ger- 
many is known. Sweden has been selling 
its iron ore to the Reich, Turkey has been 
supplying Hitler with other war minerals, 
Franco has been shipping him the output 
of Spanish mines, Eire is permitting a Nazi 
embassy to keep epen house at Dublin from 
which information may be trickling to Ber-

Mr. Hull's speech was timed to warn 
these countries that their attitude is under 
review, with the object of deciding upon 
measures to prevent them giving assistance 
to the enemy. As Hitler is no longer 
in position to demand their ‘‘co-opera- 
tion” under threat of punishment, while 
the Allies are in position to punish 
them for helping him, the speech would 
seem to be equally well timed to bring 
results.

Rubber Shortage 


Canadians have been informed that al- 
though production is “progressing satis- 
factorily”, it will be eighteen months at 
least before the full demand for syn- 
thetic rubber can be met in Canada. 


With huge piles of discarded automobile 
tires dotting the landscape all over the 
country, one finds this difficult to under- 
stand. 

It is easy to see why the reclamation 
of this salvaged rubber for purposes that 
require a “lively” product should have been 
halted in favor of synthetic production. 
The reason is that latex, or pure raw rub- 
ber, is a necessary ingredient in such 
reclamation. 

But there are all sorts of rubber pro- 
ducts that do not require the addition of 
latex. Stair treads, rubber mats, pot 
scrapers and scores of other articles can 
be manufactured simply by boiling down 
the waste rubber with suitable chemicals 
and pressing it out to the required shape. 

Is there any reason why these opera- 
tions could not be performed in local fac- 
tories all over Canada and thus relieve, 
for the time being, at least, the pressure on 
more valuable rubber stocks?

The Key Changes Hands 


The recapture of Odessa is the most 
important victory the Russians have scored 
in the battle to free their country from the 
invaders, The defence of Stalingrad and 
the Caucasus, and the 800 mile running 
offensive which has carried them into 
Romania recovered territory to which 
Odessa is the key. While the city remained 
in Nazi hands it was a land, water and air 
base from which a counter-thrust could be 
readily launched if Hitler could muster 
the necessary forces. In Russian hands, 
the gains of the long campaign are con- 
solidated and secure, 

The marooned Axis troops in the Crimea 
are doomed. The Black Sea is again dom- 
inated by the Russian fleet. From the 
Pripet Marshes south the invaders are 
“through” and that is half the whole dis- 
tance from the Black Sea to the Baltic. 
The Ukraine “bread basket” will produce 
food this year for Russian use, not that 
of the enemy. From being a Nazi key to 
the wheatlands, mineral deposits and oil 
resources of southern Russia, Odessa has 
become a Russian key to Romania's 
wheatlands, the Ploesti oil fields and the 
Balkans,

Road-Building 


Manitoba plans to spend $60,000,000 in 
a post-war road-building program if the 
Dominion will share in the cost, and $25,- 
000,000 if the province and municipalities 
have to bear the whole expense. Most of 
the other provinces, probably all of them, 
have similar projects in preparation, as one 
way to provide employment, 

This is altogether to the good, for the 
country needs more roads and better roads. 
Hundreds of millions of dollars could be 
invested in these improvements, with great 
and permanent benefit to farming, indus- 
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try and business, not to speak of tourists 
and those who profit from their spendings. 

It will do no harm, however, to re- 
member that back in the depression days 
road-building turned out to be a rather 
disappointing means for creating employ- 
ment. Modern road-building can be done 
faster, better and cheaper by the use of 
machinery than by hand-work. Such being 
the case, it is by machinery and not by 
pick and shovel that future building will be 
done. 

Roads should be built where, when and 
how they will give value to the community 
—not simply as one way to make work. 
Men employed in this—or any other kind 
of work—should be employed because the 
job is worth doing, not simply to cover up 
the distribution of relief money.

To Europe for $150 


Air officials in Ottawa estimate that, 
when the war is over, Canadians should be 
able to travel by air to Europe for no more 
than $150. This figure is based on the 
current cost of air travel in Canada which 
is slightly more than five cents per mile. 


Two factors, apparently, are important 
in fixing trans-oceanic passenger rates, 
The first is the ability of the machines to 
carry cargo as well as passengers and the 
second is the life of the planes, At pres- 
ent, the life of a plane is estimated at four 
years. It is hoped that within a short time 
a plane will be produced capable of render- 
ing profitable service for ten years. 


This reduction in depreciation costs, plus 
the increased ability to carry cargo, will 
reduce passenger rates still lower. 

This is first class news because cheap 
world travel may be one of the important 
factors in the preservation of world peace. 
The facility, for instance, with which Cana- 
dians and Americans are able to visit and 
do visit each other’s countries is one of the 
reasons why war between the two nations 
is unthinkable. 

With this practice of cheap and easy 
travel extended over the whole world, 
something of the same neighborliness will 
develop over a wider area.

Some Doubt 


There Are Good Stories 
About Wit of Public 


Men

OTTAWA.—A sense of humor is 
a difficult thing to appraise and the 
question of whether Canadians 


have a sense of humor has arisen 
since we find eminent writers rang- 
ing themselves on the side of doubt. 
To them, we Canadians are not 
amused. On the other hand, the 
death of Stephen Leacock called 
forth a flood of obituary notices, at 
home and abroad, in which the 
genuine humor of his sketches on 
Canadian life was recognized. 
Hardly anyone would say that this 
was mere politeness appropriate to 
the occasion. . 


* * * 


One complaint is that we have no 
stories about the cerftral figures of 
our politics, with which to relieve 
the deadly seriousness of our na- 


tional affairs. The other day J. V. 
McAree recalled a story about Mr. 
Mackenzie King that happens to be 
our favorite story of that eminent 
figure on our national stage. It con- 
cerns the time when three key lead- 
ers in Parliament were bachelors, 
Mr. King of the Liberals, Mr. Ben- 
nett of the Conservative opposition, 
and Mr. Robert Gardiner, leader of 
the ‘United Farmers of Alberta. 
When W. K. Esling, the Kootenay 
M.P., was delivering a sharp lec- 
ture upon the sins of the Douk- 


hobors (which has become an 
annual affair in our  Parlia- 
ment) he had occasion to ask 


Prime Minister King: “What would 
you do if you found three naked 
Doukhobor women in your garden 
one morning?” Quick as a flash, Mr. 
King replied: “I'd call in the lead- 
ers of the opposition.” 

This is an example of ready wit, 
rather than humor. This example 
unfortunately does not appear in 
Hansard, though many witnesses 
swear that it occurred. There are 


many kinds of humor, and much 
that appears ii the records of Par- 
liament is facetiousness or uncon- 
scious comicality. The other day 
the new C.C.F. member for Hum- 
boldt, Mr. Joe Burton, complained 
that what the country suffered 
from was “swivel-necked  poli- 
ticians and armchair farmers.” 
There are spendid examples of in- 
vective in our public life, as when 
I heard Mr. Fallow, the Alberta 
minister of public works, deride an 
opponent as “so low he could walk 
under a rattlesnake with a top hat 
on.” 

If this is not humor, at least it 
offers a great deal of amusement. 
The province of humor, so the 
authorities say, is human nature. 
Much of the comic touch in our na- 
tional life falls into the category of 
wit, which deals with words and 
ideas, or satire, which deals with 
manners and behaviour. Mr. 
Church, the Toronto Conservative, 
did not smile when he remarked in 
Parliament on June 9, 1943:

“I am a sportsman and not a 
politician; I have never been a 
politician; I have tried in this 
House to conduct myself like a 
gentleman.” 

We tend to think the great wits 
belonged in Parliament in another 
generation.

“The words used in these legal 
phrases are not all hocus-pocus to 


impress the laymen. Most of 
them derive from old cases under 
the English common law, and 


many of them are to be found in 
the Magna Charta itself. For cen- 
turies the courts have been ruling 
on these phrases, which have been 
challenged and interpreted from 
so many angles that they are now 
practically impregnable. The 
courts have firmly established 
that they do mean this and do not 
mean that.” 

He goes on to point out that a 
new phrase is subject to no such 
protection. “It» may mean one 
thing to you and another to me, 
but we cannot be sure of the legal 
meaning until it has been passed 
upon by the court. When con- 
tracts and conveyances are built 


upon a framework of this old 
phraseology, the fundamental 
structure is sound beyond per- 


adventure. Only in putting in the 
specifications is there a chance 
for misunderstanding or misinter- 
pretation.”

United States and Brazilian 
authorities immediately went to 
work on eradication and measures 
were tightened to exterminate fur- 
ther “stowaways”.

Increase of one cent a pound for 
two grades of wool, and a de@rease 
of one cent a pound for tatted wool, 
was announced to the meeting. 

Government-owned machines 
for clipping, used last season, 
might not be available this year, 
said Donald MacLeod, who occu- 
pied the chair, He suggested 
that a capable man might be se- 
cured, however, a man who 
would take a machine into a dis- 
trict and do all the shearing there 
before going to the next district. 
The shortage of help among 
sheepmen was being keenly felt, 
he said.

This examination must be completed by 
May Ist, 1944, 

“EMPLOYER” includes industrial and com- 
mercial employers, and also farm operators. 


“MALE EMPLOYEE” includes all male 
persons working for you. 

A booklet, ** EMPLOYERS’ GUIDE”, has been 
sent to industrial and commercial employers. 
A return post card has gone to farm operators, 


If you employ any male person, and have not 
been notified of the survey by booklet or post 
card, contact the nearest Employment and 
Selective Service Office and ask for the booklet. 
Workers in agriculture, of military age, who 
have not been rejected by the Army and who 
have not a Postponement Order should apply 
for such order to the nearest Registrar 
immediately. 

Obligation to make the examination rests on 
each and every employer of male persons, and 
employers must act, 

Penalties are provided for failure to carry out 
this examination, and for male employees fail- 
ing to assist by refusal to produce documents.

More Hope For — 
Priorities on 
Tb. Sanatorium 


Possibility of beginning con- 
struction this year on the pro- 
posed tuberculosis sanatorium on 
the University of Alberta campus 
appeared evident in Edmonton 
Wednesday, when Hon. W. A. 
Fallow, minister of public works 
announced that word has been 
received that prospects are better 
for the necessary priorities. 

Plans to build the Tb. hospital 
were first announced by Premier 
William Aberhart, in January of 
1943. The building, to house 500 
patients, is to cost $500,000, which 
is to be provided out of the prov- 
ince’s $2,000,000 post-war recon- 
struction fund. 

Requests for priorities were re- 
last year when they were 
applied for by the province. 

“Prospects are now better on the 
priorities needed for building ma- 
terials and equipment,” Mr. Fallow 
said. “We have renewed our appli- 
cations for them.” 

Once the necessary authority has 
been granted, work will be started 
on the sanitorium immediately. It 
is estimated it will take a year to 
complete the structure. 

It was announced in the 1944 bud- 
get speech in the Legislature that 
the University of Alberta’s power 
plant was being enlarged to take 
care of demands for heat and power 
by the proposed sanitorium, as well 
as the new wing on University Hos- 
pital, now under construction,
